thoy carried him about one mile from the 
jail and swung him to tho first av ailable 
treo they found. 
When Lockie was asked 
if 
he 
had 
any thing 
to 
say he 
re­ 
plied : 
“ I hav e.” In reply to the question, 
“ Why did y ou kill them!” be replied: “ They 
were fix ing to mob me, ” He was then asked 
if he did not remember that his brother had 
told him the morning of the killing that he 
(A1 Lockie) had better leav e tbe country 
and go as far away from it ae he could. He 
replied affirmativ ely . 
“ Do y ou remember the date on which y ou 
accomplished y our daughter’s ruin? ” 
“ I know nothing about that,” was Lockle’s 
reply . 
Cross-questioned, 
he answered, “ I 
do not remember any thing about i t ” 
“ Did y ou kill ev ery one y ou felt dis­ 
posed to klllf” 
“ No,” replied Lockie, bitterly . 
“ I did not 
finish. 
Six are still liv ing whom I wished 
to k ill” 
“ Do y ou wish to pray ? ” 
“ I b .v e boon pray ing,” said the wretched 
man. 
Then, turning to an old man in the 
crowd he said: 
“ You pray for me.” 
Tho old man declined, 
say ing: 
“ The 
Bible does not teach mo to pray for such as 
y ou.”

Lockie was ordored to mount the chair and 
stand upon it 
The nooso was adjusted, the 
rope was attached to a bough of an oak tree, 
tho driv er at tho signal mov ed forward, and 
the murderer was left suspended.

was sufficient, and death was instantaneous.

In reference to the millinery of the 
au tu mn we are not y ot prepared to 
speak v ery definitely , as the importers 
u pon whom we depend for ou r hints of 
early sty les are themselv es still in 
dou bt. 
Howev er, taking the late ex ­ 
hibit at the Grand Prix at Paris as 
premonitory of the fashions of the com­ 
ing season, we may ex pect the reign of 
the fancifu l in millinery to continu e, 
while a lot of imported frames for hats 
and bonnets show that the French de­ 
signers hav e been ex erting their in­ 
genu ity again in the produ ction of the 
u niqu e and su rprising. 
The hat of 
steeple or pointed crown noticed in the 
foregoing prov es a precu rsor of certain 
shapes brou ght that will appear in the 
early weeks of au tu mn. 
Among other 
shapes in hats are those of the v ery 
tall ov al and of squ are peaked crowns, 
with the brim narrow at the back and 
broadening ou t, and cu rled u p in front 
and at the left side. 
Another share 
destined to be receiv ed with fav or has 
a tall ov al-peaked crown, made u p of 
soft not on wire, and the tu rban brim 
somewhat projecting in front; and with 
the same crown there is a shape with 
the projecting brim cu rled u p in front 
and at the left side. 
A shapo with the 
conical military crown indented at the 
top has the crescent brim mu ch deeper 
in front than at the bark, and cu rled 
u p high. 
Another shape, with the 
crown of net, made u pon wire, bu t the 
net folded in cu bic form at the top, 
with the crown broadening ou t at its 
ju nction with the brim, and the brim, 
after the tu rban idea, somewhat pro­ 
jecting in front, and tu rned u p some­ 
what higher in front than at the back. 
We might mu ltiply eccentricities in 
these French hats far bey ond av ailable 
space in ou r colu mns. 
The bonnet shapes are ev en more re­ 
markable, in the main, than those of 
hats; and to attain the desired effect 
the millinet in some shapes is slitted so 
that it may bo hollowed down on the 
top— an effect that cou ld not bo at­ 
tained by u sing the stiff framing ma­ 
terial withou t the u se of the knife. 
A 
remembered shape has a broad, fiat 
crown raising u p in a pointed ov al, 
with the top of the bonnet slitted and 
cu rv ing ou t to a rolled coronet brim. 
A shape with similar top and brim has 
a little compressed plait at the baso of 
the crown after the fashion of a 
jolly - 
mold.—M illin ery Tra d e lievieie.

Some­ 
times only the toes or v amps are ol the 
glossy patent leather, while the u ppers 
are of kid. 
The toes are mediu m 
rou nd, and the shoes lace on the instep; 
the heels may be in the low common- 
sense shape, or elso mediu m high; tho 
soles are as thick as thoso of su mmer 
boots. 
For the hou se the sailor tie— 
or slipper tie, as many ladies call it—is 
made of patent leather or of French 
kid, or elso of both together; this is a 
v ery low shoe with tho tongu o passed 
u nder flaps from the sides, that are tied 
together throu gh merely two ey elet- 
holes.

The fool may only see in his nose a 
conv enient thing to sme^l with, bu t the 
philosopher reads there the su re indi­ 
cations 
of 
sagacity literally keen- 
scented, of ju dgment and force of char­ 
acter, with many other things not to 
be dispensed with in the mental fu rn­ 
ishing of either civ ilized or sav age. An 
inch on the end of a man's nose is a 
good deal, both as regards the dignity 
of ex pression in that appendage and 
the qu alities of mind which it signifies. 
Roman, aqu iline, Grecian, or pu g, we , 
are all obliged to wear it, and so it may 
be well for u s to inqu ire what this 
frontispiece of the face sy mbolizes, in 
general and in particu lar. 
Alex ander 
the Great was a Greek, bu t at the 
u pper part of his nose we see the 
prominent sign of aggression, which 
marked the Roman nose and character. 
It was this ex tremely large facu lty 
which led Alex ander to depart from 
the established policy of Greece, and 
to carry on aggressiv e wars or foreign 
conqu est, and to plant « colonies and 
kingdoms in other cou ntries. 
The 
lower end of his nose indicated the 
same artistic and literary taste which 
marked the Greeks as a nation. 
In 
the A poll a, in Venu s, Mercu ry and 
other idealizations of Greek art, and 
thou ght, we see that delicate and per­ 
fect chiseling of the nostrils which 
indicates refinement and sy mmetry of 
intellect. 
The common Roman nose 
was less finished 
at 
the end; its 
possessor lov ed knowledge for the sake 
of power and conqu est, rather than 
for its own sake. 
Aggressions and 
self-defense were the leading signs 
which gav e character to the Roman 
nose. 
They are large in the face of 
Ju liu s Ciesar, who carried the geniu s 
of Roman conqu est u p to its meridian 
splendor. 
Civ ilization has alway s had 
to pu sh its way against a mass of 
obstacles. 
The Roman nose is a moral 
battering ram to beat down these walls 
of sav agery arid ignorance. 
No person 
with a v ery short nose ev er made a 
profou nd impression in the world. The 
hard Roman nose, pu shing its way 
despite all 
personal 
su ffering, has 
play ed a conspicu ou s part in the moral 
as well as the political adv ancement of 
the world. 
It dominated the old Ro­ 
man race as well as the modern aggres­ 
siv e Rriton. 
It carried Washington on 
to triu mph, stood in the forefront of 
Lincoln’s u ny ielding strength, as it had 
su stained the shocks of Waterloo in 
the face of the Iron Du ke. 
Against 
him was pitted the Roman-nosed Na­ 
poleon, bu t in the septu m of Welling­ 
ton's nose the sign of sy nthesis, of in­ 
tellectu al combination and persev er­ 
ance was v ery large, and this cau sed 
him to hold ou t on that day , ev en when 
the apparent tide of war had tu rned 
against him u ntil Blu cher came, and 
all was sav ed. 
The face of John 
Wesley , a cou sin to Wellington, shows 
the same aggressiv e character. 
In all 
the great fou nders of religions or sects 
we see the same aggressiv e nose. 
It 
stands boldly forth in the face of 
Zoroaster, in Mahomet, in Calv in, in 
the otherwise gentle face of the Naza- 
rene, and in the hosts of other leaders 
who hav e done fierce battle for opinion. 
Natu re nev er pu ts a great cau se u pon 
a saddle-backed nose and ex pects it 
will rise into power. It was not Victor 
Emmanu el, bu t rather the high-nosed 
Garibaldi, who achiev ed the independ­ 
ence of Italy . A low-bridged nose will 
do for the helplessness of childhood, or 
the serv ility of the African, bu t su ch a 
bridge will nev er carry a great work 
safely ov er. 
The aqu iline nose of tho 
Jews has largo signs of 
aggression, 
de­ 
fense and protection, while the breadth 
of their noses indicates their money ­ 
making propensities. 
This form of tho 
nose was 
common 
among the old 
Assy rians, as known by their scu lp­ 
tu res. 
The projection of the tip of the 
nose indicates observ ations, the qu es­ 
tioning facu lty , and belongs to the in­ 
qu isitiv e mind of the child who has 
ev ery thing to learn, and how can he 
learn ex cept to ask qu estions? This 
facu lty takes the lead in ou r intellect­ 
u al processes, as its adv ance gu ard 
position 
in tho face plainly shows. 
If 
we inqu ire and observ e, some discov ery 
will follow. — Bo sto n Times.

There ap p ears to be some p rosp ect 
that Dixon might secure the Soldiers' 
Home if the beautiful Everett farm, as a 
whole, corM b3 offered to the comtr’s- 
sioners. The location of Dixon at the 
junction of the Illinois Central, the p rin 
cip al north and south road of the State 
and Weit, with the Northwestern, one of 
the great western trunk lines, leaves 
nothing to be des:red in that resp ect. 
There is, besides, no other p ublic insti­ 
tution in the north-western p ortion of 
the State, so that in locating here it could 
not be claimed there was a disp osition 
to favor a section already, through un­ 
due influence or p olitical combinations 
receiving something from the p ublic. 
The site offered, in a bend, commanding 
a view up and down the river, with our 
city sp read in a charming p anorama be­ 
fore it, and the beauii.dl slop es from the 
river south streatching away to the hori­ 
zon; with ♦he bottom land in which 
grows the “ big elm” for a frontage, and 
more than a hundred rcres of Kch culti­ 
vated fa;m land toward the Sterling 
road, is undoubtedly one of the best 
three or four that have so far been 
brought to the attention of the commis­ 
sioners. 
But the ap p rop riation is not 
sufficient to p urchase such a site as is 
really needed. 
The only way tho com­ 
missioners can take the p lace,if they desire 
it, is for the p rice tj be made within 
their reach, and if this is done the bal­ 
ance of the p rice asked will have to be 
p aid by citizens. 
Of all the p rojects to 
build up and imp rove our town which 
have been agitated since the war, none 
have been of such imp ortance as this 
It would add wealth and a large and 
p ermanent p op ulation and would be a 
constant and constantly increasing at­ 
traction to stiangers from all p arts of the 
State and from other states. 
In five 
years it would p robably bring as many 
visitors, strangers, to the city as all other 
interests combined, 
The imp ortance of 
it to every p rop erty owner and business 
man can hardly be over estimated, and it 
would be almost equally imp ortant to the 
farmers of the town in which it woukl be 
located. 
If every substantial merchant 
and every house owner whose p rop eny 
is worth #2500 would subscilbe one hun­ 
dred dollars and our few cap italists give 
in p rop ortion, the sum might be raised; 
and if we did not then secure the loca­ 
tion of the Home we would not have to 
regret in after years that we curelessly 
neglected our op p ortunity. 
There is one 
p oint in favor of liberal subscrip tion to 
this p roject which rarely ap p les in p ublic 
enterp rises. Th ere is n o risk. 
We will 
get what we p ay for. 
To a p erson well 
acquainted with tlie leading citizens of 
Dixon there has been little surp rise that 
some of the undertakings most p ominent- 
ly p resented for sup p ort have not met 
with favor; their only chance for success 
w'as successful business, and a successful 
3usiness is almost always a growth—not 
a monument built in a day. 
But there is 
no element of this kind in ’he question of 
subscrip tions to the Soldiers’ Home site 
found. 
Subscrip tions are conditional. If 
the tender of the site will not bring the 
institution no money is needed. 


—TheJPaw Paw Times is quite severe 
on the managers of the Franklm Grove
